MISUNDERSTANDING OF GAME 
REGULATIONS 


The idea seems to have prevailed in 
meny quarters tflat the lands recent- 
many quarters that the lands recent- 
tains Park hy Order in Council have 
beea withdrawn from Departmental 
regulation and control, and that, 
therefore, Indians and the public gen- 
erally are at liberty to enter the 
haunts of game in these hitherto pro- 
tected areas on the lst September; 
next and hunt. Such idea “is, how- 
ever, erroneous. The excluded areus 
are situated within a forest reseive 
and are subject to the Forest Reser- 
‘ves Regulations, one of the provis- 
ions of which is that no one is al- 
lowed to enter such a reserve with- 
out the permission of the ranger in 
charge. This provision is usually ecn- 
forced with discretion. It is the in- 
tention of the Interior Department to 
hunting of game within the former 
limits of the Rocky Mountain Park; 
and as owing to a misunderstanding 
of the facts ofsthe case; it has been 
stated that many whites as well as 
Indians purpose “hunting this autumn 
inthe arcas ;withdrawn from, the 
Rocky MountainPark, the-game=war-:.

RAISING GOOD CALVES 


Often in traveling along a country 
‘road in summer time one sees a few 
‘little, runty, pot-bellied calves crowd- 
ing close together in a fence corner 
a small, weedy plot, without a par- 
ticle of shade to snelter them from 
the attaczs of the pestiferous flies or 
shield them from the rays of the sun. 
To condemn calves to such a life is 
nothing short of cruelty, and the far- 
mer guilty of such barbarity should 
pe hauled into court by the Humane 
Society, and roundly fined by the jud- 
ge on the bench, says an exchange. 
In order to prosper ‘and make up la- 
ter into desirable cattle, pail-fed cal- 
ves must Lave abundant shade, plen- 
ty of cold water to drink, and a de- 
cently bedded piace in which to lie 
down and take their ease. To turn 
out unsheltered in midsummer 
is merely to tear all the flesh off the- 
ir bones and leave them in the. fall, 
miserable little, quarter-grown brutes 
with staring coats and unthrifty thr- 
ough and through. Poorest of all 
policy it always is to let go the flesh 
that ds born on any young animal. 
It takes comparatively little food to 
maintain that flesh; it costs a lot 
to put it back once it is lost, and 
the youngster is never as good again 
as he might have heen made. The 
only profitable way to raise pail-fed 
calves is to give them a nice pasture 

eyuipped with shade and shed, plenty 
of cold water, a dry comfortable bed 
to lie on and en abundance of such 
foods as are best fitted to their needs 
and ages. Good breeding to begin 
with is, of course, essential. The com 
bination of good blood, liberal feed- 
ing and suitable sheltering will insure 
the development of saleable, prefi.- 
able cattle.
